Superintending School Committee 


DISTRICT NO, 1. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, C. N. Healey. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma O. Warner of North Hamp- 
ton, who fully sustained her former reputation as an able, energetic 
teacher, ever ready to speak and act for the advancement of those en- 
trusted to her care. She was very ingenious to devise some means by 
which to awaken, enliven and interest her scholars. Everything ap- 
peared easy at the examination, though not so quiet as might have 
been. A good understanding existed between teacher and _ scholar, 
and good progress was made in the several branches taught. 

Winter term taught by B. F. Swasey of Exeter, a man of pleasing 
address, good education, and no doubt in many smaller schools his 
services would have been better appreciated. Some dissatisfaction 
has been apparent by the irregular attendance of the scholars or by 
their absenting themselves wholly from the school. With those who 
think this school a perfect success or a total failure, we cannot agree. 
But in justice to both teacher and scholar, between whom a friendly 
feeling appeared to exist, we give honor to whom honor is due. The 
discipline and method of instruction, though not so firm or fast as 
might be desired, was better at the close of the term than at the two 
former visits of your committee. The thirty-five scholars present at 
the examination appeared well; improvement was perceptible in

some of the branches and much credit is due the scholars for prompt~ 
ness in their recitations. More energy would secure better suc- 
cess. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, Albert Wiggin. 


Summer term taught by Mrs. Ellen Moulton, a resident of the 
district, a most estimable lady. There were thirty-one scholars at 
the commencement of the term. But sixteen were present at the 
latter visit, for what reason (whether it be the fault of the teacher, 
parents, or the disinterestedness of the scholars) is unknown to your 
committee. From the examination of the Register you will perceive 
the pupils were very irregular in their attendance during the term. 
The exercises of those present appeared well; some progress was 
made, and the teacher apparently had the good will of the scholars. 
Parents should visit the schools. 

Winter school taught by E. P. Sherburne of Portsmouth, an ex- 
perienced teacher, who at once succeeded in gaining the good will of 
his scholars. The order at first and even at the second visit were 
not all that could be desired, bet gradually improved during the 
whole term. At the close of the school all the classes appeared well. 
A good improvement was made. The Register presents a very good 
appearance, and much credit is due both teacher and scholars for 
their regular attendance and promptness to time. The report in 
circulation that this school came to a sudden close at the request of 
your committee was wholly anfounded. It was a good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, J. H. Leavitt. 


Summer term taught by Mrs. S. J. Tuck of this town. who ii an. 
experienced teacher, and apparently had the welfare of every pupil 
at heart, and evidently left no stone unturned or duty in her power 
undone for the advancement of each and every scholar entrusted to 
her charge, but felt a responsibility resting upon her, and her alone, 
in the schoolroom. The term though short was both profitable te 
the pupils of the district and creditable to herself, Improvement 
and order were good. 
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Winter school taught by B. B. Thompson of Deerfield, a teacher 
of high repute, his method of instruction is satisfactory} and he evi- 
dently labored hard to infuse a spirit of activity and promptness into 
the schuol. His government, though firm, is not exact, or as [pre- 
cise as might be, many of the scholars acquitted themselves nobly at 
the final examination, while others had that indifferent ‘‘I don’t 
care” depicted on their countenances. Marked improvement was 
bravely shown in the various and numerous exercises taught. This 
teacher has energy sufficient ‘‘to paddle his own canoe.”

DISTRICT NO. 4. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, B. S. Jenness. 


Summer term taught by Miss Sarah B, Young of Exeter, this 
school commenced under the most pleasing. prospects. Although 
small in number there were some scholars not surpassed by any oth- 
er district in town. But much to the regret of the teacher, they 
were compelled to ieave by the removal of their parents from the 
district, which left the school still smaller in number. Miss Young 
proved a thorough and efficient teacher. Such perfect order and 
discipline is seldom seen in a school-room, 

Winter school taught by F. E. Eldridge of Kensington, who suc- 
ceeded far beyond expectation. Your committee is happy to be able 
to give so good a report of this school during the year. The order 
and discipline were all that could be desired. Progress good; the 
lively interest manifested is seldom seen in so small a school. The 
school closed at the end of eight weeks. It was recommenced by A. 
J. Sanborn of Seabrook, a teacher of long experience, and is in suc- 
cessful operation at the present time, to continue several weeks, 


There were eight scholars present at the last visit. More scholars 
needed. 


REMARKS.

The education of our children is an object of no minor importance, 
and it is incumbent upon us that. in the selection of teachers, we use 
due diligence to procure those not only qualified in literary attain- 
ments, but those who have the capacity to control and govern, with 
judgment, reason, and common sense. After having procured a 
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teachers, although may not come up to the full standard of our 
expectation, we as parents, and citizens, are in duty bound to coop- 
erate with them in all reasonable rules and regulations, for the good 
of the school, comfort of the teacher, credit of the district, and ben- 
efit of the community. That we may not be led astray by hearsay 
and gossip, let us make the scholars more studious and confident, 
the teacher more diligent, and sthool-room more pleasant, by fre- 
quent visits during the term; thereby showing both teacher and 
scholar that we are deeply interested for their suceess, welfare and 
the prosperity of the school. Respectfully submitted, 
J.J. SCAMMON, Sup.
